BOVINE TUBERCULOSIS CONTROL IN 
IMPERIAL COUNTY 


Dr. Warren F. Fox, Health Officer of Imperial 
‘County, has made the following report on the eradi- 


eation of bovine tuberculosis in Imperial County : 


‘On March 1, 1937, Imperial County was accorded 
recognition by the Federal Government as a modified 
accredited area for bovine tuberculosis. This indi- 
cates that testing for bovine tuberculosis had shown 
less than one-half of one per cent of cows tested 
reacting to the test. A tremendous decrease in the 
prevalence of tuberculosis in dairy herds is indi- 
eated by the fact that in 1934, the percentage of 
reactors was 23.5 with approximately 40,000 cows 
having undergone the test, while, in the 1937 test 
just completed, with 30,182 animals tested, only 40 


reactors were found or a percentage of .13. 


This program was carried on under the general 


direction of Dr. W. E. Howe, United States Bureau 


of Animal Industry, and under the local supervi- 
sion of Dr. John C. Pace, county veterinarian. 

In 1933, the Legislature adopted an amendment, 
proposed by Senator Hulse and Assemblyman Rob-. 


inson of Imperial County, to the Agricultural Code 
_making it possible for the board of supervisors of © 
any county to declare any portion of said county a 


voluntary tuberculosis control area for the purpose of 
eradicating bovine tuberculosis therein. Such an 
ordinance was passed by the Imperial County Board 
of Supervisors. Following this action it was then 
possible to take advantage of the Jones-Connelly 
Act which made available Federal funds for testing 
and indemnification. Had it not been for this amend- 
ment no county in California would have been able 
to have taken advantage of the provisions of the 
Jones-Connelly Act. 

Imperial County has been one of the leaders in the 
movement to eradicate bovine tuberculosis in the 
State of California as is indicated by the enactment 
of an ordinance dated July 1, 1935, requiring that 
all dairy products be produced from nonreacting 
tuberculin tested cows. It was the second county in 
the State to adopt this ordinance. x 

On March 1, 1937, Riverside and San Bernardino 


were, likewise, declared to be modified accredited 


areas. These three counties, therefore, are the only 
counties south of San Francisco that have received 
Federal recognition as modified accredited areas.’’

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IMPORTANT SANITARY CONSIDERATIONS IN 
WATER SUPPLY AND SEWERS IN HOTELS 
AND INSTITUTIONS 


From Municipal Sanitation, March, 1937 


1. Regulations for building cross connections, in 
order to be enforced, must be backed by an adequate 
and experienced inspection force. 


2. There is a great need for education of engineers, 
architects, designers, equipment manufacturers, in- 
stallation artisans, and operating personnel having to 
do with water supply, drainage, and sewage disposal 


systems of large buildings relative to the hazards of 
cross connections. 


3. Proper design of water and waste piping in 
buildings is very important, both to prevent over- 
loading and to avoid contamination of food, ice, and 
water by leakage when the pipes become corroded. 
Plans for each proposed new building should be 
_ earefully checked by the board of health to avoid bad 


design, and the building should be inspected during 


erection to see that the plans approved are followed 
in the construction work. 


4. The secondary use of water in an institution may 
involve potential hazards of pollution and, therefore, 
any secondary system should be kept entirely sepa- 
rate from the main water supply system. 


5. The installation of new or additional plumbing 
_ fixtures in a building without providing for the extra 
load on the drainage system may cause serious flood- 
ing of the sewers. 


6. The seasonal use of water for condensing pur- 
poses, especially in refrigeration and air conditioning 
units of large buildings, may create a serious problem 
in the disposal of water which should be properly 
provided for. 

7. In older buildings corrosion of iron and steel 
sewer pipes, especially in the upper portions and at 
threaded sections, may be expected. These should be 
tested regularly to detect points of leakage. 

8. Sewers operated under pressure require special 
construction, especially at joints, to prevent leakage. 

J. Sewers should never pass directly over water 
tanks or any place where water, ice, or -Tood are pre- 
pared, handled, or stored. 

10. Plumbing defects of any character should be 
promptly and effectively repaired by a competent 


licensed plumber, and not be given temporary atten- 


tion by some makeshift plan and then be neglected. 
Alterations and replacements should be made only by 


thoroughly competent men. 
11. Water storage tanks should be effectively cov- 
ered. If the covers are removable, they should over- 


lap the sides of the tanks, be self-draining, and be 


kept locked. 

12. Periods of greatest strain on the water supply 
and sewage disposal systems of buildings are to be 
expected with maximum occupancy and unusual 
weather conditions, especially when combinations of 
the two occur simultaneously. 

Other engineering lessons derived from this - 
demic are : 

13. Flush valves in hotels should be provided with 
effective antisiphonage devices. 

14. Submerged water inlets to plumbing fixtures 
should not be allowed, as they constitute a potential 
pollutional hazard to the water supply. 

15. Storage space in the basement of buildings for 
ice or food should be sufficiently elevated to prevent 
contamination in ease of flooding. | 

16. Whenever house pumps are provided to repump 
water within a building, ample provision should be 


made to prevent a negative head on the water supply 


system when pumps are operated. 


Men and women, hearing of lifelong learning, often 
ask: Of what good is it?

Ideal practice is illustrated by the person who, apart 
from his daily work, has (or sets about to acquire) an 
interest in a subject, pursuing it in leisure hours 
throughout a long period. The nature of the subject 


and the mental disposition of the learner will in each | 


ease determine the best way to study it. Observation, 
experimentation, reflection, discussion, reading, 
instructional courses, lectures, travel—some or all of 
these aids may be employed to advantage.
